Postage Reform. 





The New York Cheap Postage Association 
held a mecting in that city on the 18th.— 
The leading editors and business men in the 
city took part in it. 

The following preamble and resolutions 
Were read and adopted. 

Wuereas, it lias been the poliey of Con- | 
gress since the formation of our Govern- 
ment, to encourage the diffusion of know!- 
edge by fixing the postage atthe lowest pos- 
sible rates, consistent with the support of 
the Post Office Department; and, whereas 
et the first establishment of the government, 
hewspapers Were sent free of postage, and 
afterwards when taxed with postage, it’ has 
been comparatively ai so low arate as not to 
be feltas a burihen. 

And, whereas, at the last session, Congress 
departed from this liberal policy heretofore 
pursued, by passing an act whieh has in 
creased the postage on newspapers, periodt- 
cals and printed matter to an extent which 
amounts almost toa proluhition sand, where- 
as, the rates are not only burthensome, but 
so complicated, that few persons are able to 
understand What postage they are required to 
pay; and, whereas, said act, or so much of 


‘it as relates to the postage on newspapers, | 


periodicals and printed matter, is particular- 
ly burthensome and obnoxious to the people; 
inasmuch as it retards the diffusion of knowl- 
edge through the medium of the press.— 
glicrefore, 

Resolved, That the rates of postage on 
newspapers, periodicals, pamphlets and al 
other printed matter, should be uniform and 
cheap, so thatany person may understand 
what he has to pay, and so low that the pos- 
tage should not be felt asa burthensome tax. 

Resolved, That the postage on newspapers 
should not exceed a uniform rate of one cent 
to any partot the Union, and the postage 
on periodicals and other printed matter, one | 
cent an ounce, allowing publishers, who 
desire to pre-pay the postage, filty per cent. 
discount. j 

Resolved, That a committee of seven per- 
sons be appointed to prepare a bill and peti- 
tion in conformity with these views, to be 
presented to Congress at the next session, 
and to adopt such measures as they may deem 
expedient to relieve the people aud the press | 
from the present burthensome and obnoxious 


Resolved, That the delegation from this 
city be earnestly requested to bring this sub- 
ject immediately betore Congress, and to use 
their best exertions to eflect the passage of a 
bill reducing the rates of postage on news- | 
papers, periodicals and other printed matter, 
so that the evils now felt may be removed. 

Resolved, That we recommend to our fel- 
low citizens generally, and especially to pub- 
lishers, editors, and printers, in other towns 
and cities of the Union, to eall public meet- 
ings, and prepare petitions to Congress urging 
upon that body the necessity of an immediate 
modification of the law in relation to the 
postage on newspapers, periodicals and other |
